Kingdom ok Ireland, intituled, An Act for the advances 

ment of the Trade of Linen Manufacture, it is declared and 

enacted in theſe wozds following, | Whereas the Advancc⸗ 

ment of the Tꝛade of Linen Manukaaure in this Kingdom, 

would very much conduce to the publique good thereof, Map 

it therefoze pleaſe Bour Excellent Majeſtie, That in Oꝛder 

thereunto, it may be Enadecd, land be it Enacted by the Rings 

moſt Excellent Majeſtie, by and with the advice and conſent 

of the Lozds Spiritual and 'Tempozal, and the Commons 

in this pzeſent Parliament allembled, and by the Authozitp 

thereof, That no perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoever , having any 

eſfate 02 intereſt in any Lands in this Kingdom, tall at an» 

time after the firſt dap of May, in the pear of our Loꝛzd, One 

thouſand Gx bundꝛed ixty and fr, ſet oꝛ let to any perſon o: 

perſons , any Cottage oz Cabbin , upon any Lands not being within any City oz Suburbs 
thereof, 92 any walled Town: in this Kingdom. unleſs the perſon 62 perſons to whom ſuch 
Cottage oꝛ Gabbin upon any Lands not being within any City, 02 Suburbs thereof, oꝛ any 
walled Town in this Kingdom, unleſs the perſon o2 perſons ta whom ſuch Cottage oꝛ Cabbin 
ſhall be ſo ſer oꝛ let, ſhall therewith hold one Acre of Land at leaſt, of Plantation Mealure, 
containing One and twenty foor to the Pearch, and ſhall after the firſt day of February, One 
tFouſand fir hundꝛed Grty and ſix, yearly ſow one Eighth part of luch Acre of land with Hemp 
02 Flax, upon pain that every Landlozd ſetting oz letting any ſuch Cottage v2 Cabbin, without 
tevenanting with his Tenant to ſow one eighth part of ſuch Acre of Land yearly with hemp 
02 Flax, ſhall loſe and fozfeit the lum of Fozty ſhillings ſterling foz every ſuch default; Ind 
allo every ſuch Tenant who ſhall not ſow one eighth part of ſuch Atre of land with Þemp oz 
Flax ycarly, (all loſe and fozfeir the ſum of Ten ſhillings ſterling ioz ebery ſuch default: And 
be it further Enaced by the Authozty akozelaid, That all and cvery perſon and perſons, who 
after the Firſt day of February, in the pear, One thouſand ux bundzed üxty and ux, call plow 
02 till any quantity of lands in this Kingdom, fall foz every Thirty Acres of the meaſure a- 
fozeſaid, which he oz they ſhall Co till oz plow, ſow, oꝛ cauſe to be ſowed, half an Acre of land 
ok like meaſure, with Flax o: Þemp, and ſo pzopoztionably foꝛ a greater ozlefſer quantity of 
land, upon pain that every perſon, who after the laid firſt dap ok February, ſhall plow o2 tilt 
Thirty Acres of land, and Gall not ſow half an Acre thereof, of the meaſure akozclald, with 
Þemp oz Flax (as is above mentioned) all loſe and foꝛkeit the lum of Five pounds ſterling, and 
upon pain that everp perſon who ſhall after the time afozeſaid, plow oz till any leder quantity 
of land of the meaſure afozcſaid, and ſhall not ſow Þemp oz Flax, accozding to the afozeſaiy 
pꝛopoꝛtion, ſhall loſe and fozfeit the lum ok Thee pounds ſterling ko? e very (uch default. And 
be it further Enaced by the Authozity afozclaid, That after the Four and twenticth day of 
June, in the pear, One thouſand fix hundzed Gxty and fir, no Linen Cloath ſhall be woven in 
this Kingdom, which chall not be at the leaſt Thee quarters of a yard bzoad out cf the Loom, 
And that from and after the firſt dap of February, in the ycar, One thouſand fix bundzed üxty 
and kr, no Linen Cloath under the afvzcſaid bzeadth of Thzce quarters of a pard chall be 
bought, ſold, oz expoſed to ſale in any plate within this Kingdom, and that every perſon in this 
Kingdom, who after the reſpective times afozelaid wall weave, bup oz (ell, oz expoſe to ſale, any 

Linen Cloath vnder the afozeſaid bzeadth, wall loſe and fozferr foz every ſuch piece of Cloath lo 

woven, bought. ſold, oz expoſed to ſale, the lum of Twenty ſhillings. And be it further Enaced 

by the Authozity afoꝛeſa id, That at every Lent Afſizes to be pearly held in every County within this 

Kingdom, koꝛ the ſpace of Twenty years from rhe time of the paſing of this Ac, the ſum of

Twenty pounds ſterling ſhall be by the Gzand Jury of every County, applotted upon the ſeveral 
Baͤronies of every ſuch County, and upon the ſeveral Pariſhes in every County of a City in 
this Kingdom, except onely the County of Dublin, and County of the City of Dublin, and 
County of Kerry, wherein the laid Applotment is to be made at the next Seſſions of 
the Peace that ſhall be yearly held after Eaſter in the laid Counties, and a copy of ſuch Ap⸗ 


plotment made within four days after the end of ſuch Adizes o2 Selitons, tall be by the re⸗ 


ſpective Clerks of the Peace of each County delivered to rhe reſpeaive Sheriffs of every ſuch 
County wherein luch Applotment ſhall be made, under the hand of ſuch Clerk of the Peace. 02 
bis Deputy, under the penalty of rhe lum of One hundzed pounds to be fozfeited to his a je⸗ 
ſlie by every Clerkof the Peace negleaning the lame, And that every Sheriff of every County 
of a City in this Kingdom, ſhall accozding to luch Applotment lo delivered unto him, oz in de⸗ 
fault of ſuch Applotment yearly made, accozving to the laſt Applotment that was thereof made 
by the Gꝛand Jury of the laid County wherein he ſhall be Sheriff, equally and indiflerently raiſe 
and levy the (aid lum of Twenty pounds, out of the ſeveral Baronies, Pariſhes, Lands and 
Tenements in his County, lo as to have the lame ready at the next Summer Ad13es pearly in 
the ſeveral Counties of this Kingdom, except the County, and County of the City of Dublin 
yearly, and ſo as the reſpective Sheriffs of the laib County, and County of the City of Dub! n 
yearly, habe the lame ready at the next Seſſions of the Peace to be held in the ſaiv Enuntics 
alter Crinitp Term pearly 3 And foz the better encouragement ot all perſons imploped in the 
Danutagure ok Linen Cloath, to excel each other in the Jmpzovement thereof, Be it further 
Enacted by the Authozty afozeſaid, Thar at the laib Summer Adizes and Seflions afvzeſaid, 
it chall and may be lawful foz all anv every perſon and perſons in this Kingdom, to bang 
unto the ſaid Alſizes and Sefftons any ſuch pieces of Linen Cloath, as have been mabe in the 
County wherein luch ACizes o2 Scfſions ſhall be holden, of the growth, ſpinning, weaving 
and bicaching of rhe laib County, which ſaid pieces of Cloath Hall contain Thirty ells ar 
thc leau in the length, and one yard at the leaſt in the bꝛeadth out of the loom, And that the 
{aid G2and Jurp thall conſider of the ünenels and goodneſs of the ſeveral picces of ſuch linen 
cleath which ſhall be lo bzought unto them, and ſhall be made appear befoze them to have been 
made in the County toz which the laid Gzand Jury ſhall ſerve, and chall adjudge which are the 
ci2ce fineſt and beſt pietes of ſuch linen cloath, And alſo which of the laid Thzee pieces is the 
beſt and fineſt, and which the next thereunto, and which is the woꝛd of the ſaid Thzee pieces, 
and hall let down their judgements concerning the lame in waiting, and pꝛelent the ſame unto 
the Court, to be there appꝛoved on. And after luch judgement and appꝛobation ſo had and given, 
the Sheriff of the laid County fall out of the ſaib Twenty pounds (fo by him railed in man⸗ 
ner abovementioned) kozthwith in open Court (ütting the Court) pay, 62 caule to be paid to 
the perlon who bꝛought the be and fineſt of the ſaid pieces of linen ctoath, the lum ak Ten 
pounds iterling, ànb 16 him who bꝛought the piece which Gall be next thereunto in goodnels and 
kinenels, the lum of Six pounds ſterling, and to him who bevught the wozſt of the laid three 
pieces, the lum of Four pounds ſtering, upon pain that every Sherif making dekaäult in any 
vt the laid payments, ſhall lolſe and fozteit the lum of One bnndzed pounds (terling, And afrer 
luch judgement and appꝛobation had and given concerning the laid pict;s of linen cloath, the 
(aid thꝛee pietes which thall be lo adjudgeb and approved of ts be the anc pieces, ſhall in open 
Court (fitting the Court) be cut in two equal moyeries, lo that the lame map not be made ute 
of again upon any luch occaſion in any [ucceeving year, and immediatelp redelivered to the 
perlon that bzoughyti the (aid cloath into Court, And be 1t further Enäged by the Authority a⸗ 
tozelaid, Tbat the lum of Six thouland pounds be raiſcb our of, and ievied in and th2oughour 
the ſeveral Cities, Towns and Counties in this Kingdom, ts be rated, taxed, aflelled and 
levieb in and thzoughort the (aid ſeveral Cities, Towns and Counties in this Kingdom, in (ici 
manner, and akter ſuch p2opoztions, and to be pail by ſuch perlons, ways anb means, ant at 
ſuch times as both Þouſes of Parliament, now adembled in ibis Kingdom, chall agree upon, ans 
ſet vown and appoint 3 And in caſe the laid Parliament ſail be diſolvey bekoze ſuch appoztion. 
ment waäll be by them made, that then it hall and may be f{awtul ie the Lozo Licutenant, 
L 2d Deputy, oꝛ other chiek Gaverno? o2 Governozs of this Kingoom ts2 the time being, any 
Councit, to cauſe rhe (aid Six rhoufand pounds to Le raiſed any levieb in and throughout this 
Ringbom, in ſuch manner, and atter ſuch pꝛopoztions, and to be paid by (uch perivne, ways 
and means, and at (uch times, as the {ard Lozw Lieutenant, L020 Deputy, 62 cthyer chiet 
Govcrna? 02 Sobernozs of this Ringboin and Council. wall think ar, rye fame to be icviev by 
way of Diſtreſs, {nv to the env and purpole, that with the {aid nicneps lu raiſed a Bleaching 
pard be purchaſed, containing about kour acres of Land, ok One and twenty lvot tothe pores, 
in ſome commopious place in cach of the four j2zsvinces of this Kinguom, and a Stone v2 
Bick wall of convenient height, map be erectev about rhe lame, and lome Biber in fovrtal 
ſtreams map be made to have its courſe thzvugh cach Bleaching paͤrd, And that Tencincns 
may therein be ereged to receive and contain luch poo? people, 02 idle vagrant pertons ans 
beggars, as thall come oz be ſent thither to wozk, by the Juſtices of Peace of the fairs ſevera!} 
Wovinces, who are hereby authozized to ſend thither any idle vagrant perſons and beregats us: 
though the ſaid Bleaching pard be not ereued within the County wherein they are Juuiccs oy 
Peace, anv that a convenient number of Calenders may there have houſe rovin and imploy⸗ 
ment; And beit further Tnaced by the Authozitp afozclaid, That it tall and may be {Qiu 
fo2 tle lad L020 Licutenant, Luzd Deputy, o2 other chick Governo? 02 Governo!s, aan Cgun⸗ 
cil of this Kingdom foz the time being, to implop a perfon 62 perſons sbilkul in bleaching ang 
calendering, Wyo fall bleach all linen cloarch that ſhall be bzoughr, at (uch rates, nor citoode 
ing one peny fo2 each Ell, as ſhall be by them appointed and let down, and ſeciire any land to 
the hazard vt alt linen that (all be there bzought to him oz them, and ſhall there give cn- 
tertainment to a competent number of Weavers, that they may bung up poo? chiidꝛen there 
in weaving, and other Jmployments relating to the ſaid Linen Trade, and compel robe lurvy 
Uagrants that ſhall by the Juſtices of Peace be ſent thither to wozk, as to thei the ſais 
Wleavers ſhall ſeem meet, And kö the better effecing and compaſſing of the afozeſaid cnis, 
it ſhall and may be lawful foz the ſaid Lozd Lieutenant, Lozd Deputp, and other chic! So⸗ 
verno2 o: Sovernozs and Council of this Kingdom fo? the time being ta pꝛocccb in 84! macs 
ters akozelaibd, in ſuch manner, and by ſuch ways aͤnd means, and to imploy therein ſuch per⸗ 
lons, and grant to them ſuch CommiTztons and Jnſtructions, as to them (ail ſeem moch eppe⸗ 
Dient, fo2 receiving of the ſaid Six thouſand pounds, and fog the purchaſing, vuilving and nes 


paring, and ozdering of rhe ſaid Bleaching parbs, and luch other things, as mar mod con⸗ 


date to the better carrying on of the laid wozk. And be it further Enavcd by rve Quincy 
atrial, That all Weavers in this Kingdom, who thall uſc no cther ©raye beubes the late 
Trac of weaving, ſhall fo the [pate of ſeven pears from the paſſing of this $a, be free From 
lerbing in any Juries, oz bearing any other Offices in this Ringdom, which tyep rremſelves 
wall not te willing to h undergu. And beit Enacted, That all toe fncs and penalties 
atu;elatv, excepting the fines ano penalties charged on Sheriffs, ſhall be bibrded in manner fol- 
lowing (viz) tbe ene moyety to the uſe of his Majeſtie, Þis peirs and Sureeilus, and the 
arher mopetie to the uſe of any that will inkozm to? rhe lame, and as io rhe (aid lines o: penal⸗ 
ties charged on Sheriffs, one third part thereof ro be to the uſe of Þ1s Majeſtie, Þ1s Herrs and 
Suteeſtos, one other third part to be ts the uſe of the poo of the County wherein ſuch Sheriff 
(all be Sheriff, and to be diſtributed to the you in luch way and manner, as the Juſtices of 
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JPccace of the reſpective Countics ſhall appoint, and ihe £t3er third part to te to the ule of the 
perſon v2 perſons that ſhall inkoꝛzm oz rhe lame, Jn which leveral Inſozmations, no Pꝛotegion, 
&CTopn 02 Wager of Law eis to be admitted; And that the Judges vi $iTize, Juſtices or the Peace 
ar their Scfions, and all and every Officer and Dificers within Cities and Cozporate Towns. 
Daving Authozity to be Juſtices of Peace, o2 of Gaol Deliverp within the laid Cities and Co“ 
pczate Towns, fall and may lawfully enguire, hear and determme all and angular the p2e- 


iailcs fineable as akozelald.]

Job to the end his £38 jciies Subjects map partake of his Majeſties grace and favour in⸗ 
ended towards them in and ip his ſaw Letters, Ae think tir hereby to detlare, That ail ſuch 
Penalties, Fines and Fozteitures mentioned in the lald Aa, as have incurred bekoze the date 
vereok, ſhall be, and hereby are abſolutely remitted and diſcharged ; And We do turther de⸗ 
clare, That as to the ſeveral times appointed by the ſaid Ad koz the ſeveral matters entuing 
(viz.) fo2 the ſetting of Cottages, &c. the plowing, and rilling, and ſowing of Land with flax, 
the making of all linen Cloathes (which all be woven oz ſold) of the due bzeabth and length. 
appointed by the ſaid Aa, as alſo the applotting and raiſing of moncps in the ſeveral Counties 
of this Kingdom, and in the reſpective Counties of the Cities of this Kingdom, and touching the 
payment & iſſuing of the ſame by the relpe ive Sheriffs, the laid ſeveral a reſpeaive times tall 
be, and hereby are inlarged ſeveraily, foz the (pace of one whole pear, to commence from the le- 
veral and reſpective times which are particularly let down koz doing cf the lame, in and vp 
the laid aa. And Cir da hereby require all perſons cancerned, to take notice cf rye reſpenive 
Periods and Inlargements of time hereby limited, and to do, perkozm and execute all ſuch 
matters and things touching the pzxemiles, within the relpeaive times hereby limited fo2 vos 
ing of the lame, acco:ving to the ſeveral rules, ozders and directions pꝛelcribed in the faiv An, 
as they will anſwer the contrary at their perils, and avoid the Fines, Penalties and Fozicitures 
which may befal! cyem to2 not obſerving the lame.
